MEMPHIS, Tenn., June 6.—(/)— 
Rescued from a mob that threatened 
to storm the Dyersburg jail , two 
youthful Kentucky brothers wanted 
in connection with attacks on three 
women, one of whom was 76 years 
old, tonight were held in the “at- 
tack-proof”’ Memphis jail. 

The prisoners, who described them- 
selves as William Nunnley, 26, and 
George Nunnley, 23, of Louisville, 
Ky., were smuggled cut of the Dyer 
county jail early last night by Sheriff 
A. H. Newhbill. 

Advised that several carloads of 
Kentuckians were en route from 
Smithland, Ky., to Dyersburg to join 
a crowd already there in a raid on 
the jail, Sheriff Newbill hurried the 
two prisoners out of the back door 
of the jail, wrapped in sheets, put 
them in a waiting car and drove to 
Memphis, arriving early today. 

Sheriff Newbill said the two men, 


brothers, are charged with attacks on 
two women in Kentucky and a 76- 
year-old woman near Dyersburg, 
Tenn. 

Sheriff W. J. Bacon, of Memphis, 
said the prisoners would remain in 
the jail here while Kentucky offi- 
cers take steps to extradite them to 
Smithland, Ky., for arraignment on 
attack charges. 

Threats of mob violence were heard 
following the arrest of the men at 
Dyersburg Saturday. Sheriff Newbill 
said they were identified at a prelim- 
inary hearing Monday as the at- 
tackers of the Dyer county woman 
and that a crowd formed around the 
jail shortly after the hearing.

PURE-BRED BULLS WANTED. 

Announcement that the federal 
cattle surplus relief association had 
purchased 95,000 cows and 45,000 
yearlings from the Northwestern 
Cattle Owners’ Association, located 
in the drouth-stricken section, for 
distribution in Georgia, is not nec- 
essarily a sudden inflation of the 
number of cattle in this state that 
Should cause alarm among dairy- 
men or producers of beef cattle. 

It all depends upon the kind of 
cattle that are coming, and what 4s 
done with them after they reach 
the state. 

The state already has an over- 
plus of native cows, which bred 
to the same type of sire produce 
still less useful offspring. What we 
need, and what the Georgia Beef 
Cattlemen’s Association and leading 
cattlemen are trying to bring about, 
is the importation of pure-bred 
bulls to be used in bringing up the 
quality of herds and the total elim- 
ination of scrubs. 

Immediately upon receipt of in- 
formation that the cattle had been 
purchased, Miss Gay B. Shepperson, 
in charge of the state’s program for 
agricultural adjustments and the 
placing of former farm families on 
farms, called a conference of her 
staff, and announced that most of 
the cattle would be assigned to fam- 
ilies in rural sections,-now without 
cows. 

It is stated that the cattle pur- 
chased had already been inspected, 
and Miss Shepperson said that all 
cattle would be again thoroughly in- 
spected by the bureau of animal 
industry before any is accepted by 
the relief administrator. 

According to the regulations, the 
cattle will be lent or sold at sat- 
isfactory prices and terms to rural 
relief subjects. The cattle may be 
pastured for later placement or. 
processing, with the title remaining 
in the name of. the Georgia relief 
administration. 

A movement had already been 
started to seek government aid in 
importing pure-bred bulls for the 
purpose of breeding up our native 
cattle, and while it is unlikely that 
there will be any appreciable num- 
ber of pure-bred bulls in this im- 
portation, the better breed of cows 
that are coming will be just another 
step toward better cattle in Georgia.

Whither 
Germany? 

Gold coverage of the German mark 
has dwindled down to four per cent. 
That’s bankruptcy pure and simple. 
If no improvement sets in within a 
few weeks, I am not speaking of 
months, the government will have to 
proceed with inflation. Before that 
happens the Germans might try get- 
ting a loan somewhere. But it will 
have to be some loan. There are hints 
that the Hitler authorities intend to 
bring back rationing of food-stuffs, as 
Germany had in the days of the war. 

What this means in the line of dis- 
illusionment can scarcely be imagined. 
Herr Hitler had promised something 
entirely different, I seem to recall. Yet 
the whole German people is behind 


tinue to say. Well, that also is a 
myth. They held elections recently in 
the Gewerkscalten, in the new labor 
unions. Less than one-third of the 
voters came out in favor of the Hit- 
ler candidates. Less than one third. 
But the results of those elections were 
not broadcast. 


New Attack 


on Jews. 


Julius Streicher, one of the most 


prominent personalities in the nazi 
directorium, has launched a new at- 
tack on the Jews of Germany. He 
calls them a people of assassins and 
cites 130 cases in which Christian 
children have been killed by Jews so 
that their blood might be used in the 
baking of Jewish passover cakes. The 
archbishop of Canterbury and 40 
bishops of the church of England have 
immediately protested against this vile 
slander, a slander which several popes 
condemned in the past. 


The London Times writes that in 
allowing this grotesque and lying ca- 
lumny to circulate in Germany, that 
country covers itself with shame. So 
it does. But Germany is in a pinch. 
The Hitlerite saviors have led the 
country to the verge of the abyss. 
Within a few months Germany is go- 
ing to take the plunge into inflation 
and economic chaos. Who is to blame? 
The Jews of course. The poor, cowed, 
terror-stricken 400,000 Jewish men, 
women and children in the reich, who 


}have been living in fear and trembling 


these 14 months, who had had their 
goods confiscated, who have lost their 
positions, who scarcely dare venture 
outdoors, they, are the culprits.

BACK FROM THE SAN. 


For the sake of persons with ar- 
rested tuberculosis who are resuming 
their ordinary civilian status and for 
the reassurance of persons whose edu- 
cation has been neglected, we are glad 
to pass along these suggestions sub- 
mitted by a patient recently. returned 
rom the san. 

“It is people with exaggerated fear 
of germs that make life burdensome 
for men. Of course the fact that tu- 
berculosis is an infectious disease and 
patients who still have sputum are 
likely to be a menace unless they are 
careful, makes this attitude hard to 
combat. But the physicians at the 
Sanatorium taught me that I cannot 
be a menace to any one as long as I 
observe the following simples rules: 

(1) Always cover nose and mouth 
when coughing or sneezing. 

(2) Dispose of sputum in suth a 
way that it can be burned without 
being touched by anyone. 

(3) Sleep in a bed and if possible a 
room alone as long as one has any 
cough. 

(4) Be careful not to kiss or pet 
or fondle young children, and spend 
as little time as possible near them, 
unless ont of doors. 

“Of course one adds to these the or- 
dinary precautions of washing the 
hands, having individual drinking 
cups, etc., as observed by most decent 
people whether ill or not. 

“But even all that does not satisfy 
some people.

TRAMMELL FACES 
PEPPER IN RUNOFF 


Incumbent Leads by Near- 
ly 4,060 Votes in Florida 
Primary Race. 


JACKSONVILLE, Fla., June 6.— 
(?)—Two former Alabamans, United 
States Senator Park Trammell and 
Claude Pepper, 34-year-old lawyer of 
Tallahassee, will fight it out in a 
second democratic primary in Florida 
June 26 to decide the junior senatorial 
nomination. 

In a nip-and-tuck battle, both 
Trammell and Pepper far outdistanc- 
ed three other opponents in yester- 
day's first primary and were vieing 
for the lead as the returns slowly 
flowed in from outlying precincts. 


Count. 

With 1,190 of the state’s 1,283 
precincts tabulated Trammell had a 
slight edge over Pepper, the count 
showing 76,756 for the junior sena- 
tor and 73,004 for Pepper. 

Trailing them were Charles A. 
Mitchell,¢ of Vero Beach, with 28,- 
065, State Senator James F. Sikes, 
of St. Petersburg, 14,438, and Mrs. 
Hortense K. Wells, Florida’s demo- 
cratic committeewoman, who had 
8,045. 

Another woman who made a bid 
for the voters was Mrs. Bula E. 
Croker, of Palm Beach, widow of the 
late Tammany Hall chieftain, who 
sought to wrest the fourth district 
congressional seat from J. Mark Wil- 
cox. She was a poor second in the 
contest. With only 22 precincts miss- 
ing from the district, Mrs. Croker had 
8,946 compared with the commanding 
lead of 57,102 piled up’ by Wilcox, 
sponsor of municipal bankruptcy leg- 
islation in the present congress. Ma- 
jor Paul Crank, of Orlando, counted 
7,754 votes in his race. 

Incumbents Win. 

There were contests in the first 
and second congressional districts, but 
Representatives J. Hardin Peterson 
and R. A. Green appeared assured of 
victory in the first primary. 

By a curious coincidence, the lead- 
ers in the senatorial race were born 
in nearby Alabama towns. Pepper's 
birthplace was in Cambridge county, 
while Trammell was a native of Ma- 
con county, Alabama. 

After attending ‘the public schools 
of Tallapoosa county, Alabama, Pep- 
per worked his way through the uni- 
versity of that state and _ taught 
school for a time. Just prior to moy- 
ing to Perry, Fla., to assume a law 
practice, he was for one year pro- 
fessor of law at the University of Ar- 
kansas.

NEW POWER GIVEN 
F.D.R.ON TARIFTS 


WASHINGTON, June 6.—A)— 
Congress today gave President Roose- 
velt unprecented power to negotiate 
reciprocal tariff treaties and almost 
at the same time Germany and Ar- 
gentina acted to be among the first 


to negotiate the new pacts. 

' Quick acceptance by the house of 
senate amendments to the legislation 
completed congressional - action and 
the measure was sent to the White 
House where the president was ex- 
pected to sign it into law without de- 
lay. 

In voting the measure congress dele- 
gated to the chief executive vast au- 
thority, previously jealously guarded 
by the legislative branch, to increase 
or decrease existing tariffs by as 
much as 50 per cent in making trade 
agreements with foreign nations as 
a means of stimulating trade and 
speeding recovery. 

Anxious to start preliminary nego- 
tiations on trade treaties, Felipe A. 
Espil, Argentine ambassador, and 
Hans Luther, German ambassador, 
made official calls at the state depart- 
ment and bespoke the interest of their 
governments in beginning discussions 
at once.

HOLLYWOOD, Cal., June 6.— 
They call me a gentleman farmer, but 
I do not mind it a bit. I really like 
it. There’s an art im being a gen- 
tleman, and there's an art in being 
a farmer. If a man can live up to 
both, it is a double honor. 

Perhaps I am a novice at both. At 
least, I feel I am an elementary pu- 
il of one, the art of farming. But, 
irst, I would like to tell you some- 
thing about my farm. 

In the first place, it is in New 
9g in Putnam county, to be ex- 
act. 


I bought my farm in Putnam coun- 
ty because I was born 30 miles from 
there and I went to school 15 miles 
away. 

It is 180 acres in size and is part 
of a tract of 3,000 acres, all of which 
belongs to six families, either close 
friends or relatives of mine. You 
might call us a little colony of gen- 
tlemen farmers. 

My farmhouse is an early Ameri- 
can farmhouse and was built in 
1812; I have made improvements in- 
side and outside the house, but I 
have not destroyed its early Ameri- 
can lines. Aside from the addition 
of two wings, the exterior looks the 
same today as it did 120 years ago. 

When I bought it three years ago, 
the interior was quite antiquated— 
no modern conveniences at all. So I 
have installed electric, water and 
heating systems and up-to-date bath- 
rooms. 

Since its purchase, a three-car ga- 
rage has been built, a stable for four 
horses has gone up and I have had 
my own traps and_ trap-shooting 
range installed. 

The farm itself is mostly woodland. 
This makes an excellent hunting pre- 
serve and right now, with my neigh- 
bors, I enjoy the finest pheasant hunt- 
ing that you can find anywhere. 
Each year, my neighbors and I have 
put out 1,000 pheasants. 

Two excellent trout streams run 
through the property and I will guar- 
antee that the eastern brook trout 
that we hook in our two streams are 
the sportiest that can be found. 


I accept the title of gentleman 
farmer, because I really don’t do the 
farming myself. I have a couple of 
caretakers, a man and his wife, who 
do that for me. 

I never expect to make the farm 
a profitable one, nor do I hope to 
make it self-sustaining. All de- 
mand from the soil is enough vege- 
tables and fruit for the table.- We 
have a lovely kitchen garden and 76 
fruit trees of all varieties present the 
finest fruit orchard you ever saw. It 
will be ten years, however, before the 
trees will reach full bearing. 

_- There is no live stuck. The stable 
ig empty, but as the farm is located 
within 25 miles of two excellent hunt 
clubs, I hope to have four fine saddle 
horses in the stalls before I return.

WALLACE SCOUTS 
PERIL’ OF DROUTH 


BISMARCK, N. D., June 6.—(P) 
Secretary Wallace told farmers in the 
heart of the drouth area tonight that 

the severity of the present emer- 
gency may at last jolt us into ac- 
tion” on a long-range program of agri- 
cultural planning. : 

_The present drouth “does not give 
rise to fear of food shortage” because 
of enormous carryovers, said in 
an address, but it does suggest “the 
necessity of future protection against 
crop failures in a continuous program 
of production control.” 

As far as the government’s 
relief oy are concerned, he said, 
‘we shall hope for the best, and 
prepare for the worst,” adding that 
the present situation may be the end 
of a dry cycle of 26 years of subnor- 
mal rainfall which began in 1909, 
which is normally followed by 15 
years of above normal rainfall. 

“If history is going to repeat it- 
self, this would be an ideal time for 
the process to begin,” Wallace ob- 
served. 

The firat move in the drouth aid 
program involves relief of human be- 
ings and the second the protection of 
property, principall livestock, he 
said. It will pro along four lines: 
buying of surplus cattle, feeding of 
foundation herds, reduction of rail- 
road freight rates, and use gor- 
ernment-contracted acreage for pastur- 
ing and forage. 

“More food; more clothing. and 
more money, in so far as it is neces- 
sary, must and will be supplied,” 
Wallace asesrted. *“If it is possible 
to find new opportunities for farm 
families whose crops have shriveled 
or blown away, those opportunities 
will be found.” 

He added he did not see “how any- 
one who has gone through this drouth 
area can say a kind word for nature's 
method of crop reduction.” 

“Man’s methods.” he said, “may be 
full of imperfections, his machinery 
as crude and uncertain as all of his 
inventions in their early stages, but 
they are perfection itself by com- 
parison with the occasional crudeness, 
the ruthlessness, and the uncertain- 
ties of nature.”

CONGRESSIONAL LEADERS 
LAUD CONSTITUTION STAND 
WASHINGTON, June 6.—Congres- 

sional leaders from southern states 
today voiced their wholehearted ap- 
proval of the “pinchback prophet” edi- 
torial carried by The Constitution 
Tuesday morning, attacking Dr. Mor- 
decai Ezekiel, economist of the agri- 
cultral department, for his recent 
statements discouraging the establish- 
ment of a great pulp and newsprint 
industry in the southern area. 

Members of the senate and house 
generally took the view that The Con- 
stitution editorial reflected the senti- 
ments of southern representatives. 
Some of the congressional comment on 
the editorial follows: 

Representative William B. Bank- 
head, of Alabama: “I think The Con- 
stitution’s leading editorial just about 
sizes up the situation as regards the 
southland. My reply to Professor 
Ezekiel's philosophy is so obvious that 
it hardly seems necessary to publish 
it. If we can produce paper more 
economically in the south we should 
do so. I believe it is very unfair for 
any one to take such an attitude. In- 
stead of discouraging the paper indus- 
try in our part of the country we 
ought to encourage it.” 

Senator John H. Bankhead, also of 
Alabama, echoed hig brother's senti- 
ments. 

Senator Walter F. George, of Geor- 
gia, warmly praised the “Pinchback” 
editorial, and said that if he.was 
correctly advised the ruling of Pro- 
fessor Ezekiel, holding no new indus- 
try be developed that would adversely 
affect foreign trade, was a direct blow 
to the pulp industry in the southeast. 
In fact, he has so notified Secretary 
of Agriculture Wallace. 

“The southeast,’ the senator said, 
“is sorely in need of industries and 
there is no better industry for that 
section that the wood pulp and paper 
industry. I strongly urge modifica- 
tion of Professor Kzekiel’s ruling.” 

Senator Richard B. Russell Jr.: “I 
certainly ought to look with the high- 
est favor on The Constitution's lead- 
ing editorial of June 5 because when 
I was governor of the state I was 
largely responsible for the legislature 
making a substantial appropriation to 
encourage Dr. Herty in his experi- 
ments.

Africa’s pygmies usually keep out 
of sight of “big people,” but now 
and then they are visited by whites.

As an example of such a visit, we 
may take the report of Miss Grace 
Frandrau, who went into west-cen- 
tral Africa with a party of white 
men. 

A dozen pygmies came to the Ban- 
tu village where the whites were stay- 
ing. ‘They carried with them small 
spears, as well as bows and arrows. 
The tiny arrows were made from reeds 
and were feathered with leaves. 

All of these pygmies were men. 
They wore girdles of bark cloth, and 
on their heads were little straw hats. 
Some had short beards which came 
to a point. One carried a sort of 
bugle, formed out of the horn of an 
antelope. The average height was 
about four and a half feet. 

“They had broad foreheads,” Miss 
Flandrau states. “Their eyes were

Later the whites were taken to 
the pygmy village, passing through a 
jungle of close-growing palms, ferns 
and creeping plants. 

Reaching the village they saw men 
smoking pipes which were five or six 
feet long. ‘These pipes, they learned, 
were made from the stems of the ba- 
nana plant. 

A musical entertainment was given 
for them. Rattles were shaken and 
drums were beaten; and there was 
a good deal of dancing. The chief of 
the village proved to be active enough 
—giving a solo dance in honor of 
those who had come to see him. 

The visitors had brought a moving- 
picture camera with them, but feared 
that the little folk would be too shy 
to let their pictures be taken. As it 
turned out, the pygmies were so anx- 
ious to get in the picture that it was 
hard to keep them from standing too 
close to the camera! 

The pygmies of Africa are among 
the lowest of human beings. in brain 
power as well as in build. They ranze 
in height from three feet four inches 
to five feet. They have fiat noses and 
large mouths. A few of them have 
obtained garments from white men, 
or from negro tribes which trade with 
the whites: but in general they con- 
tent themselves with bark cloth.

Plans Are Approved 
For 24 New Warships 


WASHINGTON, June 6.—(/)— 
Secretary Swanson today approved 
plans for 24 ships to be built under 
the Vinson act authorizing naval con- 
struction to treaty strength. 

At the same time Swanson told 
reporters the navy still adhered to 
the policy of battleships as the back- 
bone of the fleet and believed in 
maintaining existing ratios. 

The plans approved call for one 
heavy cruiser, 3 light cruisers, 2 heavy 
destroyers, 12 light destroyers and 6 
submarines. 

The cruisers would be built with 
money provided under the current 
navy appropriation. The destroyers 
and submarines would be constructed 
with $40,000,000 funds earmarked 
from the prospective new appropria- 
tion for PWA and would be in ac- 
cordance with the first year’s quota 
under the Vinson authorization. 

The Vinson measure calls for build- 
ing 102 vessels by 19389.
